ThomEOJi, Ga., Aug. 0.—Here is the re- 


ply of Tliomp_s B- Watson, Populist can- 
didate for vice president, as published in 
tliu Peopla's party paper of Atlanta in 
answer to Senator Jones' recent inter- 
view, to the eltect that Bryan will not ac- 
cept the Populist nomination: "In his 
statement. Senator Jones says that Mr. 
Bryan will not accept the Populist nomi- 
nation; that ilr. Eewall will not retire; 
that Watson's 'bluff' does not scare "him 
(the said Jones); that Populist delegates 
to St. Louis were generally good, if they 
ciima Irom the north and ivest, and gen- 
erally bad if they came from the south. 
By a singular oversight. Senator Jones 
faijs to characterize the Populists from 
the east, and thus leaves us uninformed 
as.to ivhether they met the approval of 
him (Jones), or whether they did not 
We regret that Chairman Jones'should 
have spilled his temper In this copious 
VrjLy. ,TVe had been hoping and trusting 
that all the silver forces tvere about to 
unite in one glorious national and pa- 
triotic love feast, one rapturous and mis- 
cellaneous hug, and nov;- here comes 
Jones bent upon having a row. 


"Senator Jpne3 says that Bryan will 


not accept our.nomination. This is pain- 
ful news, but it is best for all parties 
that we should know the facts. "Wo 
deeply regret that Bryan's decision is 
against us. 
He sought the PopuIIs: 


nomination, and sol it. It is a pity that 
he was ashaTrted'to keep what he so 
eagerly sought. Mr. Jones say3 that the 
Populists of the west will support Bryi'.ri 
and Sewall. regardless of anything our 
•committee may do. TV'e cannot think so. 
Every delegate from the west voted to 
make Mr. Watsun's nomination" unani- 
mous, and we believe that they meant to 
suj>por« him. We belic-ve the west will 
not vote for Mr. Sewall. He represents 
nothing- they believe in. Ee is a "national 
banker, a railroad king, a corporation 
plutocrat. 
He monies from, a section 


which hag no Interest in common with 
us. He can carry no electoral vote from 
his own section, and may lose many 
from other sections. 


"On the other hand, the Populist noml- 


n.ee has been laboring earnestly and con- 
stantly for free silver, at least as longag 
Mr. Bryan has; represents everything 
western Populism stands for, and comes 
from a section whose very Interest Is 
Identical with those of the west. And 
his strength in the south assures the en- 
tire electoral -vote of Lhe south to tha 
Democratic nominees, if the combina- 
tion can be made. In the event that Mr. 
Bryan continues to reject the Populiet 
overtures, the Populist national commit- 
tee has authority to name a straight 
Populist ticket in lieu of the Bryan ami 
Watson ticket, and the committee should 
takt: this action." 


Six Cimdidntcs For Governor. 


Milwaukee, Aug. 5.—The Republican 


state convention adopted a I platform 
which endorses the candidates and plat- 
form of the St. Louis convention, and 
condemns the Chicago Democratic plat- 
form as dangerous to the public good. 
The money question is dismissed in a 
simple declaration. "Sound money" and 
''an equitable protective tarilT" Is de- 
manded; non-sectarianism in public af- 
• fairs Is favored, and the restriction of 
immigration is called for. 


After the adoption of the platform, A. 


E. HaUoffered a, plank declaring against 
free railway passes for public officers, 
judges and members ol legislatures. 
Judge Griffin ruled that It was out at 
order, and should have been referred to 
the committee on resolutions. Mr. Hall 
Insisted, and it was necessary to call on 
the ,"ergeant-at-arms to restore order. 
Nominating speeches for governor being 
in order, the names of Robert M. La 
Folette, Ira B. Bradford, Emll Baensch. 
Eugene B. Elliott, C. E. Estabrook and 
Kdward 
Schoneld 
were 
presented. 


Seconding speeches 'followed. An ad- 
journment was taken until today, when 
o. ballot will .be taken. 


Chicago riatfonn Endorsed. 


Jefferson City, Mo.. Aug. G.—The Dem- 


ocratic state convention listened to a 
speech by United States Senator Vest 
who declared that the platform adopted 
at Chicago was Democratic in every 
word and syllable, and he felt-certain 
that Missouri would give an unpre- 
cedented majority for Bryan. If the sil- 
ver issue was a lunacy, then Mr. Cleve- 
land had been In a lunatic asylum for 
four years, because a majority of his 
cabinet were a-t one time silver lunatics. 
At the conclusion of Senator Vest's 
speech, Lon V. Stevens was placed in 
nomination for governor, under suspen- 
sion of the rules. James R. Waddill and 
David 
Ball were 
withdrawn, 
and 


Stevens,' nomination made unanimous. 
Mr. Stevens made a speech, thanking the 
convention. The committee on resolu- 
tions reported, and the platform was 
adopted without debate. It endorses the 
Chicago platform and Bryan and Sewall, 
favors the free coinage of silver, at the 
ratio of 16 to 1, without waiting for the 
co-operation of any other nation, an<i 
making silver coin legal tender for the 
payment ot all public and private debts. 


1'Iffurlng on IMaJon. 


Hutchinson, Kan.. Aug. 6.—The Dem- 


ocratic state convention held a five min- 
utes' session last evening ar.ijadjourned 
until today, pending a report of Its com- 
mittee sent to confer with the Populist 
"convention at Abilene. 
The general 


opinion among the delegates here seems 
to be that the committee will refuse to 
make any further concessions to the 
Populists, and that in the event of a re- 
fusal by the Abilene convention' to .en- 
dorse the Democratic Bryan and Sewall 
electors In return for Democratic en- 
dorsement of the ;entlre Populist state 
ticket, the Democratic convention--will- 
put a complete state ticket in the field. 


'Can't Agree. 


Hastings, Neb.. Aug-. 6.—The entire 


afternoon, and up to midnight was" con- 
sumed' "by the Populist convention In 
•wrangling over tlie terms o£ "fusion. 
During a brief: intermission, Governor 
•Holcomb -was nominated for governor 
by jacclamatlon, and John Z. Harris for 
lieutenant sovi'rnor. Kesolutlons were 
ftoallj- passed giving- the central commit- 
teejRuthority to name an electoral ticket 
In^fonjunctlon with the Democrats. Al

state ticket. After an hour's conference 
the committee reported its inability to 
arrange to give the Democrats any part 
of the ticket The general sentiment of 
the convention seemed to be that the 
Democrats had sufficient, when their 
candidate for president was endorsed. 


^Inre KJgures 1'rom Aluliciiiui. 


Birmingham, Ala., Aug. 6.—Further 


returns from Monday's election show 
that Johnston and the Democratic ticket 
have'carried 41 counties,'while Good- 
wyn. Populist, has 22. Three counties, 
Pike, Cullman arid Tallapoosa, are close, 
and in doubt. It Is about a standoff In 
these. Johnston's estimated majorities 
amount to 4S.S73, while Goodwyh's ma- 


" jarities'are 9,205, leaving Johnston's net 
.majority at 39,668. The official Canvass 
of the "vote Saturday will. It is thought, 
.not vary from these flgurc-s. For the 
legislature, later reports-show that the 
house stands 74 Democrats, a gain of 10 
members, 20 Populists and 6 doubtful. 
In the senate the Democrats have elected 
13 memoes, the Populista 3, and 1 is 
in doubt. This gives the Democrats over 
three-fourths of the legislature.

A. Chicago Han Is CumpllinE Tlewn as to

The idnas of tho unemployed and 


destitutes men on the present methods of 
ch;iritablo iustitntioug and aid societies 
is a new unu -unique department of tho 
central branch of the 
ifoung Men's 


Christian association of this city. Since 
the nstablisViracnt of this business, last 
July—known as tho "advisory" depart- 
ment of tho Y. M. C. A.—hundreds: o£ 
men hiivr- availed themselves of the op- 
portunity thus given to pnt thoir gricv- 
/iiicert in writing find sngf,'^5' wlint they 
think should bo dono by charitable peo- 
ple for those who ;ire in their position— 
penniless and friendlesa. 


This new bummi wns started by Dr. 


Eaiic M. Pratt, the organizer and gen- 
era] sficrclaryof the1. Society of Economic 
Research. This is a most peculiar soci- 
ety. 
Its chief object is thatof'collccting 


und preserving unrecorded information 
npon important Hubjccts nnd the classi- 
fication of specific knowledge.. When 
the secretary Iina procured .ill he desires, ; 
a small pamphlet or book is printed,;' 
nnd that subject is then dropped. Thia 
new "advisory" department is classed 
us a section in the department of per- 
eonul soieucc of tho Economic society. 


All tho articles handed in by the un- 


employed at tho Y. M. C. A. depart- 
ment are the absolute property oE Dr. 
Pratt. This gentleman pays for these 
articles out of his ow,n pocket. Tho Y. 
M. C. A. officials furnish the room and 
pay tho salary of an assistant to Dr. 
Pratt. It is his intention to publish the 
general information that ho is daily se- 
curing in book form. 
It will make 


Interesting reading. The peculiar part 
of the society is that no meetings are 
held, there is no personal intercourse; 
everything is done by direct correspond- 
ence with the secretary. "The personal 
ecicnco" sections iuolnde'snch subjects 
aa food, clothing, employment, self con- 
trol and positive belief. 


Several hundred men are talked with 


privately each mouth. Some need noth- 
ing bat a few words of encouragement, 
others need special information. Quito 
n few go to this bureau for legal advice 
and to state their troubles. 


An applicant for aid for work or in- 


formation at the bureau must fill out a 
email slip of paper asking hia age, name, 
address, references, the work he can do 
and why ho is oat of work. 


Should the'npplicant be a newcomer 


and ask for aid, he will be requested tc 
present his views in writing upon tho 
following subject: "What Do You Con- 
sider tho Charitable People of This City 
Should Do For the Unemployed?" 


One man suggested a farm. Ho said: 


"My suggestion is that a combination 
of wealthy men and women donate to 
some organized body—I believe the Sal- 
vation Army wonld bo the best to un- 
dertake such a task—n largo tract of 
land near the ciiy, say of 200 or 300 
acres. On tins build two large buildings, 
ouo for the men and ono for women— 
there arc homeless women^ too—tho 
men's department sufficient to accom- 
moclato from 500 to 800, the land un- 
occnpifxl by buildings to be used in rais- 
ing vegetables. A ready market could ! 
be found for such in Chicago at a good 
price. Cows, poultry and pigs should 
be kept, the cows for milking, poultry 
for supplying the hotels and resraurantu 
with chickens and eggs; tho pigs, as all 
know, wonld be readily bought by any 
stockyard 
company. 
Only 
working 


horses should bo kept. 
Young and old 


men asking for aid should bo sent to 
this farm. Thoy should be assigned to 
some work. So far so good. 


"The money scoured from the sale o( 


produce would be far above expenses. 
My plan wonld be that 75 per cent ol 
tho profits be used in paying the men 
for their work. 
Suppose the profit for 


one year was $1,000 and 500 mon were 
nt work on this co-operative farm and 
that they had been there a month,, each 
would be entitled to receive liispro rata 
when ho left the institution. Even if it 
were only car fare it would be bettor 
than noihiijg. 


"This farm should be made into a 


large labor bureau. Merchants, farmers 
and everybody in general should be re- 
quested and urged to secure their help 
from this establishment. This would be 
then n secure basis for securing work 
for the unemployed. The moil having 
charpc of this institution should ask tho 
people of Chicago and vicinity to send 
all their old clothes to this place. Men 
with bad clothing could then be supplied 
svith a decent suit to make their appear- 
ance in the world. This kind of charity 
stimulates tho unfortunate."

SENATOR HILL IN 1893.

On July 13, 1893, Senator Hill, in a 


letter to The Constitution, announced 
that tho Democrats must make free 
coinago tho issue for tho presidential 
campaign of 1896. Tho letter was per- 
sonal and henco was not published at 
tho time it was written. About a year 
ago. however. Senator Hill authorized 
its publication, and so general has been 
tho demand for it of late that The Con- 
stitution herewith produces that part of 
it relating to tho currency question. 
Senator Hill's acmco has been taken by 
tho Democratic party. This is what he 
wrote: 


As to tho repeal of the Shonnon ]nw, I favor 


tho unconditional repeal of tho low. J have al- 
•waya bcozi opposed to it. It should to aban- 
doned by general cosfcnt. Hy viowHivere par- 
tially expressed in my recent Tammany letter, 
wliiuh you have undoubtedly ECOD. Personal- 
ly I should prefer not to repeal tho IIL-W until 
an acceptable fiabstltuto was provided, in or- 
der to render moro probable tho adoption ot 
such substitute and not bccanse I approve at 
all of tho Sherman ailver Jaw. But- from a 
party point of vioiv the wisest courao Is un- 
conditional ropeal. Tho country espectd it, 
and tho party will bo found foirlj' Tvtjll united 
in favor of it. Therefore it is nn%risc, whilo 
nfrrcclng npon tbo general proposition, to 
WMte oar cirno in ciEreciDR upon a Bnbytitute 
pondlrg the repeal. IjQt tho ropcol bo maclo at 
once, and let us differ as to othtr financial 
matters alw;rwurd. I am in favor of bimetal- 
1'ism an tho iasno of tho future. ^Ve Bhould seek 
to keep that issue to the front. We should not 
Btrivc for temporary euccesa or compromise. 
We should to for free coinago under an inter- 
national ngrccmcEfo; ^f it; bo possible to pro- 
onro ono, ttn(3, it not possible, then for inde- 
pendent bimetallism. This is tho great goal 
for which vo sbonld strive. It cannot be dono 
at cnco. Our friends must not bo impatient. 
Tbo pcopio must be educated. The urexpoct- 
ed action of India and tho gonornl sentiment 
of tbo moneyed classes conspire agninst ud at 
this time. I do not bolieve in the Bland bill 
or any other measure vhich guarantees any- 
thing Jess than an unrestricted coinage for 
gold and silver alike, as pledged In Che Demo- 
cratic national platform. Let us prepare not 
for present victory, but for victory upon that 
issue in IBM. The* repeal of the Sherman law 
\vlll not giro tho relief which is anticipated. 
It will aid business temporarily, bat in a yoar 
times will be hard, and tho demand lor perma- 
nent financial relief "\vill bo irrcsi-stitlc. We 
should ccctiauo toboldout freo coinage as tho 
poal which tho country must ultimately reach. 
Tho triumph of tho mouomotalllsts will be but 
temporary.

Cannon Balls, Indian Stalls and Other 


RellCH In B DeCfto Forest. 


llany curious and Indian relics have 


been found in the dart and gloomy pincg 
at Chestnut Neck, on the JIullicu river, 
near the new bridge, about IS miles snuth- 
east Irom.Egg Harbor City/N. J., but tho 
biRjrest discovery of'tile fcind-was mado tho 
other dny. Early in the morning Daniel 
Roso, Frank "Johnson', Richard Collins and 
J. W. Johnson tramped through a largo 
section of a hitlicrto unexplored portion ot 
this district They formd; nothing and were 
alxiut to go home when they suddenly 
Hpied a large field iu the midst of the forest 
On this-field theyfound a large number of 
cannon balls scattered around. Making a 
further search, they found a stone hatc.het, 
somo spear and arrow heads, a flint lock 
and other Indian relics. 


Upon loivlrig the field they passed over 


what is widely known as the Chestnut 
Neck sandhills, and there found partly im- 
lieddwl In "the ground part of a human 
skeleton. Chief of Police George "W. Scnft 
of Egg Harbor City went to the field co 
make a" further search for relies'of the red 
men. 
He succeeded in finding several In- 


dian skulls and various -bones at- bodies, 
besides many cannon balls and Indian nr- 
rowhciads. 


It is Believed that this -was a battlefield

A. Chicago Alati la Compiling; VlowH OH to 


MOUUB of KelleC. 


Tho ideas of tho unemployed and 


c!.estituto men on tho present methods of 
charitable institutions and aid societies 
i;? n vc\f and unique department of the 
central branch of the Young Men's 
Christian asEocicition of this city. Since 
the establishment of this business last 
July—known as the "advisory" depiu't- 
mciui: of tho Y. M. C. A.—hundreds of 
mon have availed themselves of tlie op- 
portunity thus given to put their griev- 
ances iu •writiug and suggest whab they 
think should be done by charitcble peo- 
ple for those- who are in their position— 
penniless and friendless. 


This ne^v bureau was started by Dr. 


Earle M. Pratt, the organizer and gen- 
eral secretary oE the; Society of Economic 
Research. This is a most pec-.uliar soci- 
ety. Its ehief object is that of collecting 
and preserving unrecorded information 
upon important subjects and the classi- 
fication of specific knowledge. 
When 


the secretary has procured all he desires, 
a small pamphlet or book is printed, 
and that subject is then dropped. Thia i 
new "advisory" department is classed j 
as ii section in tho department of per- 
sonal science of the Economic society. 


All tho articles handed in by the un- j 


employed at the Y. M. C. A. depart-! 
meut are Che absolute property of Dr. 
Pratt, This gentleman pays for these 
articles out of his own pocket. The Y. 
1L C. A. officials furnish the room and 
pay tho salary of an assistant to Dr. 
Pratt. It is hia intention to publish the 
general information that he is daily se- 
curing La book form. 
It will make 


interesting reading. The peculiar part 
of the society is that no meetings are 
held, there (3 no personal intercourse; 
everything ia done by direct correspond- 
ence wliii the secretary. "The personal 
science" sections include such subjects 
BB food, clothing, employment, self con- 
trol and positive beliaf. 


Several hundred mon are talked with 


privately each month. Some need noth- 
ing but a few words of encouragement, 
others need speoial information. Quita 
a few go to this bureau for legal advice 
and to state their troubles. 


An applicant for aid for work- or in- 


formation at the bureau must fill tmt; a ! 
small slip of paper naking his age, name, i 
nddrcsa, references, the work he can da 
and why ho is out of work. •"" 
| 


Should the applicant be a ncvfcqmci I 


and ask for aid, te will be requested to 
present his views in -writing upon the 
following subject: "What Do You Con- 
sider tho Charitable People of This Oitj 
Should Do For the Unemployed?" " 


One man suggested a farm. He said: 


"Aty suggestion IB that a combination 
of wealthy men and women donate to 
some organized body—I believe the Sal- 
vation Army would bo the best to un- 
dertake each a task—a largo tract of 
land near the oiiy, aay of 200 or 800 
acres. On this build two large buildings, 
one for the men and one for women— 
there are homeless women, too—tho 
men's department sufficient to accom- 
modate from SOO to 600, the laud un- 
occupied by buildings to be used in rais- 
ing vegetables. A ready market could 
be found for such in Chicago ar, a good 
prion. Cows, poultry and pigs should 
be kept, the cows for milking, poultry 
for supplying tho hotels and restaurants 
with chickens and eggs; the pigs, as all 
know, would be roadily bonght by any 
stociyard 
company. 
Only working 


horses'should b9 kept. 
Young and old 


men asking for aid should -be sent to 
this farm. They should be assigned to 
some work. 
So far so good. 
" The money secured from the sale ol 


produce would be far above expenses. 
My plan would be that 75 per cent of 
the profits be used in paying the men 
for their work. 
Suppose the profit for 


one year was $1,000 nnd 500 .men were 
at work on thin co-operativo farm and 
that they had been there a month, each 
would be entitled to receive his pro ratn 
when he left the institution. Even if it 
were only car fare ic would be better 
than nothing. 


' 'This farm should be made into a 


largo labor bureau. Merchants, farmers 
and everybody in general should be re- 
quested and urged to secure their help 
from this establishment. This would be 
then a secure basis for securing work 
for the unemployed. The men having 
charge of this institution should ask tho 
people of Chicago and vicinity to send 
all their old clothes to this place. Men 
with bad clothing could then be supplied 
with a decent suit to make their appear- 
ance in tha world. This kind of charity 
stimulates the unfortunate." 


The articles thus written are filed 


away by Dr. E. At Pratt of the Eco-

SENATOR HILL IN 
1893. 


Ho Declared For ITrce Silver and Bald It 


Should Bo tho Isune In 1800. 


On July 18, 1693, Senator Hill, in a 


letter to The Constitution, announced 
that the Democrats must mako free 
coinage the issue for the presidential 
campaign of 1896. The letter was per- 
sonal and honco was not published at 
tho time it was written. About a year 
ago, however, Senator Hill authorized 
its publication, and EO general has been 
the demand for it of late that The Con- 
stitution herewith produces that purt of 
it relating to the currency question. 
Senator Hill's advice has been taken by 
tho Democratic party. 
Thifl is what he 


wrote; 


As to tho roponl of the Shannon law, I favor 


tho uncondialoaal repeal of tho ]aw. I have al- 
•wuya been opposed to it. It should be aban- 
doned by general oOEScnt. My viowHTvere par- 
tially eKprosned. in my recent Tammany Jotter, 
^rhioh yon have undoubtedly soen. Personal- 
ly I Ehonld prefer Bob to ropcal tho la-w until 
on acceptable substitute was provided, in or- 
der to render moro probable the adaption of 
such snbsticnto and not because I approve at 
all of the Sherman silver low. Bat from a 
party point cf VJBTV th? wisest course 13 un- 
conditional rtr>«a]. Tho country ezoecte ic. 
and tho party will bo found fairly -well united 
in favor oi if. Therefore it ii unwise, whiJo 
agreeing upon tho general proposition, to 
waste our time In agreeing npon a substitute 
pending the repeal. Let tho repeal he made at 
onoo, and let us differ as to othor financial 
matters afterward. I am in favor of bimetal- 
lism as thu Isdno of tho future. We should seek 
to keep that issue to tho front. We should not 
Btrivo for temporary success or compromise.

The unexpect- 
ed action of India and the Renoral sentiment 
of the moneyed C]BSHBS conspiro against us ab 
thia time. I do noC boliovo in tho Bland bill 
or any other measure vhich guarantees any- 
thing Jess than an unrestricted coinage for 
gold and silver aHke, aa pledged in tho i>emo- 
cratlo national platform. Let us prepare not 
for present victory, but for victory upon that 
iasue in 1S90. Tho repeal of the Sherman law 
•will not givo tte relief which is anticipated. 
It -will aid business temporarily, but in a year 
times %7ill be hard, and tho demand for perma- 
nent flnauclnl reliof \rill bo irresistible. Wa 
should continuo to hold out freo colnugo Off the 
goal which the country mast ultimately reach. 
Tho triumph, of the monaraotalllstawUl be b^l 
temporary.

The sailors manned the ships aa 
the yacht passed, anci Li Hung Chang 
did not conceal his admiration at the 
imposing spectacle, comprising some 47 
vessels of the British navy, of which 27 
were battleships. This Is the strongest 
British fleet assembled since the review- 
in honor of the queen's Jubilee.

The weather has been such in the winter 
wheat belt during the last 14 days that the 
thrashing of tho crop 1ms been simply out 
of the question, and a very l£irge percent- 
age of It has beeu raoro or less damaged, 
and, in fact, ruined, by tho eiccssLve rains 
which have fallen during this period. 


Practically we havo so far had no move- 


ment of the COTT crop. There has been a 
great demand from winter wheat millers 
for new wheat to grind, and it seems In- 
credible, but nevertheless o face, that the 
state of H11-QOU has already been Bending 
away for wheat for milling purposes. 


There is no question in my mind that 


there will be n scarcity—In fact, it already 
exists—for good wheat for milling pur- 
poses. With tho damage to winter wheat 
since harvest and the thrashing returns so 
far received, everything points to o very 
poor crop of winter wheat, both in quan- 
tity and quality, oven smaller than the 
crop made in 1895. 


No crop that wo havo grown this season 


has turned out so disappointingly, both in 
yield and quality, as the oat crop of 1SOB. 
The acreage was an unusually large one, 
and until within 30 days of harvest all the 
conditions were favorable for a crop fully 
as large as if not larger than tho crop of 
1895. 
In that season tho country made 


over 800,000,000 bushels ol oats. Prom 
the date of harvest of 1S95 until a very re- 
cent date, owing to the wonderful changes 
In locomotion, the price of oats fell to the 
lowest point on record for many years.
